REFORM OF THE REVENUE. 

The reports from Washington touching the 
reform in the revenue are more promising. 
The impression prevails that whatever bill 
may be reported by the Committee of Ways 
and Means will pass not only the House, but 
also the Senate. The only danger is, that 
the Democratic members will unite with the 


ultra Protectionists and prevent a repeal of 


unnecessary taxation by repealing revenue 
taxes, There is a growing sense of respon- 
sibility om the part of the majority for pro- 
lopged and excessive taxation which pro- 
dnces no revenue, and there is an unwilling- 
ness on the part of Republicans to attempt 
to justify a defeat of a repeal or redaction of 
these taxes when recommended by a Com- 
mittee twe-thirdsof whom are Repablieaus, 
and all ot them, of necessity, familiar with ali 
the details of the revenue and the real 
wants of the Government. The recent ac- 
tion in the Senate was an attempt to antici- 
pate action by the House; but, when the 
latter bedy, the direct representatives of the 
people, shall present a bill repealing taxes 
no longer pécessary and wholly oppressive, 
it will require a degree of obstinacy wholiy 
unprecedented for the Senate, representing 
no particular constitaency, to bid tho coun- 
try defiance by rejecting such a bill. It is 
now an ascertained fact thatevery redaction 
of duty Increases the reveune; and that a 
reduction of taxes, upon last year’s basis of 
receipts, to the extent of 8100000, 000, 
still leave che Government a large 
surplus, including the payment of fifty 
millions of the principal of the public debt. 
Bat, should the Democratic members of 
Congress unite, as they have repeatedly done, 
with the ultra-FProtectionisie, in the repeal 
of the few taxes which produce revenna, 
they will force the defeat of the general re- 
peal or reduction of those taxes which, 
while the most oppressive, yield, but little 
revenue. 
The agitation of Revenue Reform has made

_ STATE OF THE 00TH. 
The facts developed by the Ku-Klax Com-
